ON OTHER FRONTS. 

On all of the other battle fronts the 
allied arms continue to be served. In 
Belgium there has been little fighting 
except by the artillery wings of the 
opposing armies, while in the region 
around Valenciennes the engagements 
between the British and the Germans 
have savored more of outpost encoun- 
ters than pitched battles. In whatever 
fighting there has been, however, Field 
Marshal Haig’s men have retained the 
upperhand and taken more prisoners 
and additional guns and war stores. 

Farther south the French are contin- 
uing successfully their process of lev- 
eling the old salient between the ter- 
ritory east of St. Quentin and Rethel. 
Additional progress has been made by 
General Debeney’s troops notwith-

REGULAR CARNIVAL 
OF PROFITEERING 
IN ORANGE TRADE 


Jacksonville, Fla., October 29.—State 
Food Administrator Beacham, in a 
warning to the orange trade of Florida 


today, declares that gross profiteering 
in the fruit has been practiced re- 
cently. The food administrator demands 
that the trade immediately place the 
fruit on sale at a price which will in- 
sure only a fair profit, and that unless 
such enforcement is met immediately, 
steps will be taken accordingly by the 
lat division of the administra- 
on. 

It is alleged that oranges have been 
sold as high as 10 cents a piece, which 
price is considered exceeGingly exorbie¢ 
tant. “There is no reason why the 
fanciest orange, of the largest size, 
should be sold by the retailer to the 
consumer at a price in excess of § 
cents,” warns Mr. Beacham. He alleges 
that jobbers are charging the retailers 
as much as $8 per box, when the maxi- 
mum price for the choicest stock should 
be no more than $5. : 

Administrator Beacham’s order af- 
fects oranges only in Florida.

Since the 
declaration of war he has taken an ac- 
tive part in the various campaigns, in- 
cluding the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A. and 
Liberty Loan drives. 

Mr. Dobbs is almost as well known 
in San Francisco and other cities as he 
is in Atlanta. As one of the leading 
spirits in the Associated Advertising 
Clubs of the World, he has helped to 
advertise Atlanta’s advantages. In 1909 
he was elected president of this organi- 
zation, served two terms as such, and 
declined the nomination for a third 
term. 

Mr. Dobbs has been connected with 
various educational movements, nota- 
bly the building of Emory university. 
He was one of the founders of this in- 
stitution, and donated Dobbs dormi- 
tory, at a cost of upwards of $75,000.

WILSON WILL PASS 
PLEA OF AUSTRIA 
TO. ALLIED NATIONS 


Washington, October 242—lIn the ab. 
sence of any official announcement, 
there was a somewhat widespread im- 
pression here tonight that Austria’s 
renewed anpeal to President Wilson for 
an immediate armistice and peace would 
be transmitted to the allied govern- 
men's before which Germany's request 
has been placed. 

In some quarters, however, there was 
a disposition to accord di: rent treat- 
ment to the Austrian plea because of 


the complex problems arising from the 
new condition that apparently have de- 
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veloped in the dual monarchy since the 
p>:°"dent replied to Austria's original 
request for an immedi: cessation of 
hostilities, 

' The official text of the Austrian note 
was delivered to Secretary Lansing to- 
day by the Swedish minister soon after 
the regular Tuesday meeting of the 
cabinet at which it was understood the 
unofficial version as transmitted by the 
Associated Press from Basel, Switzer- 
land, was given consideration. If any 
definite decision was reached the fact 
was net revealed, officials stating that 
they could not indicate what disposi- 
tion would be made of the note in ad- 
vance of a careful study of the official 


version. 

The text received at the Swedish 
legation was in French and it has not 
yet been translated at the state depart- 
ment. After a preliminary examination 
it was sai: there that it did not differ 
essentially from the unofficial as re- 
ceived from Switzerland. No indication 
was given as to when the translation 
of the note would be made public.

HUNGARY TURNING

The proclamation adds that peace will 
be aspired to at once and Hungary will 
join a lea; of nations, her integrity 
and unity being the first aim. 

Rejected by King Charles. 

Budapest, October 29.—(Via Basel, 
Switzerland.)—Count Michael Karolyl, 
president of the Hungarian independent 
party, entered into negotiations yester- 
day at Vienna with Professor Lam- 
masch, the new Austrian premier, but 
without results, according to the news- 
papers. Count Karolyi returned to Bu- 
dopest last night and said he had sub- 
mitted his program to King Charles, 
who had not accepted it. 

It is understood that Count Andrassy,

New York. October 29.—Directors of 
the United States Steel corporation at 
their quarterly meeting today reduced 
the “extra” dividend on the common 
shares from the three dollar rate ef- 
fective since the first quarter of 1917 
to two dollars. The regular distribu- 
tions of 1% per cent on the common 
stock and 1% per cent on the preferred 
were voted as usual. 

The reduction in the “extra” dividend 
was doubtless impelled by the further 
enormous appropriation of $101,987,327 
for account of federal income and in 
war excess profits taxes, as disclosed 
by the quarterly report.

Activities og the center of the 
American front began long before day- 
light this morning, with a furious bom- 
bardment.

Before Senate Sitting as 
High Court—Packer 
Swift’s Son-in-Law, Count 
Minotto, Figures in the 
Case. 


Paris, October 29.—Sitting as a high 
court, the French senate today began 
its sittings for the trial of ex-Premier 
Caillaux, Deputy Louis Loustalot and 
Paul Comby. The accused persons were 
not present, as the proceedings are only 
preliminary. 

The indictment against the three 
prisoners was read by the state prose- 
cutor. The court appointed a commit- 
tee of investigation to study the enor- 
mous mass of evidence transmitted by 
the magistrates who heretofore have 
been in. igating the case. The evi- 
dence is contained in more than 7,000 
documents. 

When the committee has finished its 
inquiry the court will resume its ses- 
sions. It is not known how long the 
committee may require to look over the 
evidence. 

54 Senators Absent. 

Only afew persons were in the public 
gallery. When the roll was called 89 
senators answered to their names, 
showing that there were 54 absentees. 
The legal representatives of the ac- 
cused were not present, but M. Crecaldi, 
M. Caillaux’s counsel, was in the public 
gallery. . 


The address of Theodore Lescouve, 


the prosecutor, takes up eight close- 
ly printed columas of The Temps. 


The prosecutor concluded his address 
by charging the accused men of having 
conspired against the external safety 
of France by maneuvers and machina- 
tions with the enemy and by aiding 
enemy enterprises. 

M. Lescouve, during his preséntation 
of the case, gave quotations frdém docu- 
ments in M. Caillaux’s handwriting, 
which were found in the safe of a bank 
in Florence. He said he did this to 
show that Caillaux considered the 
French press more responsible for the 
war than Germany. The prosecutor said 
that Caillaux, in April, 1915, believed 
the war was lost, and that this defend- 
ant always was more occupied concern- 
ing the making of peace than the win- 
ning of the war. The program Caillaux 
had drawn up for France after peace 
would have meant civil war, the prose- 
cutor added. 

Swift's Son-in-Law Mentioned. 

M. Lescouve deait at length with 
Count James Minotto, son-in-law of 
Louis F. Swift, a Chicago packer, who 
is interned in the United States, but 
who is alleged to have made a confes- 
sion concerning a plot engaged in by 
Cailluax, Count von Luxburg, former 
German minister to Argentina, and him- 
self to disrupt the entente alliance and 
bring about a new war in which the 
Teutonic allies, with France, Italy and 
Spain would be arrayed against Great 
Britain and Russia. The prosecutor 
gave a detailed biography of Minotto 
and traced his relations with Baron 
von Seebeck, son of a German officer, 
and Hugo Schmidt, United States agent 
of the Deutsche Bank of Berlin, both of 
whom are interned in the United States. 

Conversations of Cailluax while in 
Italy also were freely gone into by 
the prosecutor. Caillaux was quoted as 
having said‘in Italy that the war could 
not last until the autumn of 1917, owing 
to France's lack of raw material for the 
manufacture of munitions, and because 
of revolutions in Algeria and Senegal.

WAR PUTS DEMUCRACY 
IN ThE BRITISH ARMY 


October 10.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—One 
result of the war has been to democ- 
ratize the British army, and it is re- 
garded as practically certain that after 
peace has been declared England will 
have a large standing army, in which 
a large number of men of birth and 
education will be serving in thé ranks.

Italian Headquarters on the Piave, 
October 29.—(By A. P.)—American sol- 
diers are in reserve along the Piave 
fighting zone. The correspondent saw 
an American battalion going through 
its “setting up’’ exercises this morning 
near the river. 


Washington, October 29.— American 
troops are ou the verge of active par- 
ticipation in the great war on the third 
major front. This was the interpreta- 
tion given here today of news from 
Italian headquarters that Americans are 
standing in reserve behind the British 
and Italian forces now driving across 
the Piave, . 

The news is considered significant, 
not because of the size of the ..merican 
contingent in Italy or the direct effect 
it may have on the battle, but because 
it indicates that the Italian drive is 
a definite part of the great offensive 
rapidly bringing complete defeat to the 
central powers. It has added meaning 
to officials here, also, since Austria is 
new pleadin; for an immediate ar- 
mfetice. 

So far as official announcements show 
there are only two regiments of infan- 
try and necessary auxiliary troops in 
the American force in Italy. These 
units and any others that may have 
been sent probably will operate as a 
part of one of the Italian or British 
organizations whe: the time comes to 
throw them into the line. The same 
practice was followed in France, where 
two Italian divisions ] e been em- 
ployed at various times on the front as 
units of a French army corps. 

The sending of American troops te 
Italy was not with thg idea of adding 
military strength: but to remonstrate 
the unity of command and purpose on 
all fronts. For that reason the force 
detached by “ener Pershing for this 
expedition is believed not to have ex- 
ceeded a brigade of infantry at most. 
The artillery support contributed by 
the allies to the Italian “~ont is largely 
British. Some American air units are 
in Italy and have participated in the 
work at the front. 

The Italian announcement today that 
a total of 15,000 Austrian prisoners had 
been captured since the drive was start- 
ed shows definite progress is being 
made and it is possible, officials here 
believed, that a break-down of Austrian 
morale may d2velop at any time. While 
stiff resistance is reported * om Rome, 
the number of captures an a very lim- 
ited battle front -sppears ‘cignificant.

ROTARIANS WILL HELP 
IN WAR FUND CAMPAIGN 


One of the most enthusiastic meet- 
ings ever held by the Atlanta Rotary 
club was that of Tuesday, when the 
Rotarians gathered to hear about the 
coming United War Work drive and to 
be told of their part in Atlanta’s cam- 
paign to raise her quota of $450,000. 

The meeting wound up with an injec- 
tion of “pep” and true Rotarian deter- 
mination that promises quick success 
for the campaign. 

The meeting was in the form of a 
luncheon at the Piedmont which began 
promptly at 1 o’clock. The first speak- 
er was Ely R, Callaway, director of the 
campaign for Georgia. He told how 
he had decided to call upon W. R. C. 
Smith to head the campaign committee 
for Atlanta and Fulton county. He re- 
ferred to the fact that Mr. Smith is not 
only a Rotarian, but is the present 
head of the organization here, and 
stated that the motto of the Rotarians, 
“He profits most who serves most,” 
typifies the spirit of the seven war wel- 
fare organizations which are to benefit 
by the united drive. 

Right Man as Leader. 

He also said that if Mr. Smith had 
been selected by Rotary to head its 
organization, that was sufficient proof 
to him that he was the right man to 
head the campaign. Mr. Callaway made 
a tender reference to the fact that Mr. 
Smith is personally interested in the 
Success of the work by reason of the 
fact that he has a son now listed as 
wounded in action in France. 

Brigadier Crawford, of the Salvation 
Army, also spoke and told how the 
union of the seven organizations in the 
campaign for war funds only typified 


the unien of them in their work “over 
there.” He told of a hut close to the 
front line trenches which contained de- 
partments for cooking, for emergency 
relief, for operations and for a dental 
infirmary in one. 

The main speech of the meeting was 
delivered by Rabbi David Marx, who 
inspired his héarers in his own inimita- 
ble style and who drew a glorious pic- 


ture of all denominations and beliefs 
united in a work which transcends in- 
dividualism in its import. 

Rabbi Marx statedgthat if, as a result 
of the war, we should lose that basic 
American code of religious liberty and 
freedom for all, we should lose more 
than all we could gain by the conflict. 
He likened the seven organizations to 
the seven lights on the candlestick in 
the synagogue, each separate and dis- 
tinct, yet all combining in one clear 
and brilliant light. 

Mr. Smith, who presided, told how 
he had entered into the work of di- 
recting the local campaign with the 
full expectation of making the Rotary 
club do its full share of the work. He 
received a storm of applause and the 
promise of the club that they would 
do whatever he wanted them to do. 

Selected His Workers. 

In selecting his workers for the 
campaign, said Mr. Smith, he had not 
had to “request’”’ any man to take part. 
He said he had simply selected the 
workers and every man notified of his 
selection had cheerfully and promptly 
accepted the assignment, regardless of 
his personal convenience. 

In speaking of the great campaign 
after the meeting, Mr. Smith stated 
that plans were progressing well and 
were practically complete.

RECONTRUCTIO 
~ WHEN WAR ENDS 


Problem Big One for United 
States—Predicted War In- 
dustries Board Will Play 


Large Part. 


Washington, October 29.—In _ the 
great task of internal reconstruciion 
after the war, the War Industries board 
seems certain to continue in existence 
and play a large part in the transfor- 
mation of war manufacturing back 
to peace time production. This is one 
feature of the government’s program 


for easing the nation’s business from 
the pitch of war to the pursuits of 
peace without convulsing it in the 
process. In a sense, the program is 
tentative, because its formulation has 
just begun. Nevertheless, the plan- 
ning for peace is giving all govern- 
ment agencies in Washington these 
days material for as systematic thought 
as the prosecution of war. 
Industrial reconstruction, next to 
demobilization of the army, is prob- 
ably the most important phase of these 
Plans. How to stop the manufacture 
of shells, of guns, or army and navy 
supplies, without stupping the indus- 
trial wheels which made them, and to 
furnish new work for these wheels, 
is a problem which agencies of the 
War Industries board will be called 
on to solye. This means that the hun- 
dreds of industrial and commercial 
leaders who have been called to Wash- 
ington will have to continue. their 
services for essential peace work, or 
substitutes for them to be found. 


Facing to Peace Production. 


Manufacturing plants which now 
look to the War Industries board for 
assistance in obtaining materials and 
which in turn comply with the force- 
ful suggestions of the board, eventu- 
ally will call on some governm nt 
agency to guide them during the proc- 
ess of facing about toward peace pro- 
duction. The War Industries board is 
the only agency equipped with the ma- 
chinery and supplied with the infor- 
mation to give this guidance. For 
that reason, the officials in closest 
touch with currents of 
the government insist that the War 
Industries board will continue in ex- 
istence indefinitely after the war, re- 
gardless of when the war ends. 

Officials intimate that means will 
be found of continuing the current 
plans for eliminating strikes, of giving 
labor greater voice in the management 
of industrial plants, and of extending 
both labor and trade federations to 
promote collective bargaining. They 
suggest that the government, through 
the War Finance corporation, may aid 
in the conversion of industries from 
war to peace footing, reversing the 
existing priority of war enterprises. 
Railroad transportation, industrial pro- 
duction and ocean shipping must be 
co-ordinated and supervised for a few 
years after peace comes, as they have 
been during the war, in the opinion 
of government leaders. Employment 
agencies, universities and_ schools, 
churches and other social organiza- 
tions must co-operate to facilitate the 
placing of returned soldiers in_ the 
occupations where they are best fitted 
and most needed. 

To do all this, it is the belief in 
many official. circles in Washington 
that most government agencies which 
have sprung up during the war must 
continue to function for an indefinite 
time afterward. These include the 
war industries board, shipping board, 
war trade board, food and fuel ad- 
ministrations, war labor board and 
the war labor policies board, numerous 
divisions of the Council of National De- 
fense, war finance corporation and 
many other connected agencies. The 
railroad administration has twenty-one 
months to live after peace is signed, 
unless future kgislation should change 
existing plans for restoration of rail- 
roads to private control. The Red 
Cross, Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion, war camp community service and 
similar institutions will have big 
work to perform in conjunction with 
the government long after the war is 
over. 


It’s a Big Question. 


In realization that the question of 
how to accomplish all these complie¢ 
cated matters will be as big a question 
as that of how to make war has been, 
nearly all government agencies now 
are bestirring themselves quietly to 
taking stock. In congress the spirit 
is reflected in at least three pending 
resolutions looking to creation of 
boards of commissions to study recon- 
struction. The republicans advocate 
a survey by a committee of members 
of congress. Senator Overman’s reso- 
lution provides for appointment of a 
disinterested body of stud®nts of vari- 
ous problems. Senator Owen has a 
similar suggestion. Most administra- 
tion leaders are inclined to indorse 
Senator Overman’s proposal, 

President Wilson has discussed the 
question of internal as well as inter- 
national reconstruction with a few ad- 
visers and it is understood that it was 
at his suggestion that the council of 
national defense went to work months 
ago gathering information from all 
departments and bureaus concerning 
their capabilities as peace-time 
bodies. Am extensive bibliography, 
several chests full of reports and a 


‘number of charts have been gathered 


together for the use of any agency 
which may undertake to formulate the 
government’s reconstruction program. 
No effort has been made by the coun- 
cil’s officers to suggest policies. This 
research work has been done largely 


by Walter S. Gifford and Grosvenor 
Clarkson® director and secretary re- 
spectively of the council. Mr. Gifford 
has just returned from Europe with 
information on tentative reconstruc- 
tion plans of the allies. 

All this is only the barest outline 
of what government leaders are think- 
ing these days without regard to when 
the war will end. 


QUANTITY PRODUCTION 
UF AMERICAN AIRCRAFT 


Washington, October 29.—Production 
of American aircraft now has reached 
a stage where it is being limited prac- 
tically only by facilities for transport- 
ing the planes to France. The produc- 
tion of Liberty motors during the 
month of October reached a stage of one 
thousand a week, a goal which had 
not been hoped for before December. 

The latest official compilations show 
that since June 1, approximately 2,500 
fighting planes of all descriptions have 
been shipped to the American forces in 
France. When it is realized that none 
of the belligerents at any one time since 
the beginning of the war has had more 
that 3,500 airplanes actually in service, 
the significance of an American produc- 
tion of 2,500 planes in five months be- 
comes apparent. These 2,500 planes in- 
cluded nearly one hundred and fifty 
heavy bombers and the remainder were

Norfolk, Va.; October 29.—In a de- 
cision today in the United States dis- 
trict court, Judge Edmund, Waddill 
sustained the demurrer and quashed 
the indictment in the anti-trust suit 
against Colgate & Co., of New York, 

After declaring that the government 
had failed to.show any restraint of 
trade or commerce, unlawful combina- 
tion to suppress competition, Judge 
Waddill sustained the contention of 
the defense that a manufacturer, pro- 
vided he is not in a conspiracy with 
others who manufacture similar prod- 
ucts, has a right to fix and enforce the 
maintenance of reasonable and fair 
prices; that he is violating no law to 
refuse to again sell to a retailer who 
fails or refuses to maintain such estab- 
lishment of price. The court declared 
that price cutting demoralizes business 
and that it by no means follows that 
the public is benefited by such tempo- 
rary reductions in prices, when the 
article cannot be considered as a neces- 
sity and when there is no monopoly in 
its manufacture. To refuse to sell goods 
to a retailer who cuts prices on articles 
not a necessity and the manufacture of 
which the manufacturer has no mo- 
nopoly, the court declared no violation 
of the anti-trust law.

GERMANS FLEEIN 
FROM RHINELAND 


Allied Aerial Bombs Have 

Caused Panic—Depositors 
Are Storming Banks to 
Draw Out Money.

London, October 29.—(British Wire 
less Service.)—Civilian departures 
from the. lower Rhine land and part 
of Westphalia, which were begun on 
a small scale when the first allied 
bombs hit Cologne, have developed into 
a panic flight, according to The Hague 
correspondent of The Daily Mail. All 
the banks are being swarmed by 4de- 
positors who are withdrawing their 
savings in German bank notes of as 
high a value as are obtainable, the 
100-mark note having an appreciable 
market value over lower currency. But 
even small notes of one mark are being 
taken eagerly. 

Not only are some of the banks at 
their wits’ end for legal currency to 
pay out deposits, but in places, 
cially Cologne and Dusseldorf, all ex- 
cept local, and therefore valueless, cur- 
rency has disappeared as if by magic. 

Everybody who can possibly afford 
it is trying to make his or her way 
eastward. Scores of houses are empty. 

Even in Berlin financial panic has 
seized the people, and the ordinary 
paper currency of the empire has van- 
ished. The municipality has been com- 
pelled to issue emergency currency to 
the value of about fifty million marks, 
valid until February 1 next within the 
confines of Greater Berlin. Tradesmen 
may refuse to accept this currency, 
or at least decline to change the note 
except when compelled to take them 
in payment for goods already deliv- 
ered. 

The big German banks have pub- 
lished flaming appeals to “Our Fel- 
low Citizens” not to withdraw depos- 
its and not to hoard currency notes. 
But the rush on the banks has grown 
worse than ever. 

The working population of Cologne 
seeing the war factories closed down, 
big houses .evacuated and eastbound 
trains crowded with well-to-do fugi- 
tives are demanding immediate peace 
more insistently than ever. Demon- 
strations have been increasingly vio- 
lent. A manifesto which has been is- 
sued by a section of the social dem- 
ocrats declares that if the emperor 
does not voluntarily abdicate he will 
be removed. It savs: “If the neces- 
sity arises and the hour comes, the 
organized masses ef labor, with strone 
middle class support, will remove ev- 
ery hindrance to peace which does 
not voluntarily vield to the will of the 
huge majority of the people.”

AMERICAN AIRMEN DROP 
18 GERMAN AIRPLANES 


With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, October 29.—(Dy A. P.)— 
Fighteen enemy airplanes were shot 
down during the day by American 
aviators. Five American machines 
were lost in carrying: out important 
reconnaissance missions. 

American aviators successfully bomb- 
ed two points today where German 
troops were being assigned. In the 
morning a squadron of bombers, accom- 
panied by protecting machines, dropped 
projectiles on Montigny. The troops 
scattered and an ammunition dump was 
set on fire; the railroad yards were 
also damaged. 

In the afternoon about fifty bombers 


were concentrating; observers reported 
a number of hits. About forty pursuit 
planes accompanied the bombers and 
engaged in many combats. Nine Ger- 
man machines were brought down. 

While protecting the American 
bombers this afternoon Captain James 
A. Meissner, of Brooklyn, N. Fas 
downed a Fokker in the region of 
fantheville, making his score up to 
the present eight machines. Lieuten- 
ant Samuel Kaye, of Columbus, Miss., 
also downed a Fokker in the region 
of St. Georges. This was Kaye's 
fourth aerial victory.

CAUGHT BY FLOOD

The Soldiers Are Working 
in Pisgat Section of North 
Carolina—All Trestles and 
Bridges Destroyed. 


Asheville, N. C., October 29.—News 
received here from Brevard is to the 
effect that more than 2,600 negro sol- 
diers with white officers who are work- 
ing in Pisgah, somewheer in the neigh- 
bodhood of the “Pink Beds,” have been 
cut off from all supplies by the high 
waters in that section and efforts are 
being made to send supplies from other 
nearby points. All the trestles and 
bridges on the road from Pisgah Forest 
station near Brevard, back into the 
heart of the “Pink Beds,” a distance 
something like 22 miles, have been de- 
stroyed and even dirt roads have been 
washed to such an extent that it is 
said to be impossible to use them. A 
number of miles which were being 
used by the soldiers in their lumber 
operations were drowned, the report 
said.

‘T’ve been in every fightthat’s hap- 
pened’ in my day,” Captain Schroeder 
declared Tuesday in commenting on his 
intentions, “and I just naturally 
couldn’t sit back and watch this fracas 
from the side lines any longer. So I 
got a leave of absence and started for 
Washington to ask the folks in the war 
department to send me ‘over there.’” 

Captain Schroeder has been station- 
ed in the Philippines since May, 1905, 
in command of a company of Philip- 
pine scouts. The islands maintain a 
standing army of 9,000 of these scouts. 
“T really believe this army is the best 
trained unit in the world,” Captain 
Schroeder insisted, “and I have seen 
a good many fighting men in my time. 
They will obey any kind of command 
implicitly. And as for fear—well, 
there isn’t any such a word in the 
scouts’ dictionary.” 

The scout army is divided into in- 
fantry, artillery, signal corps and en- 
gineers. They have no cavalry. The 
islands each year send seven students 
to West Point. And most of these men 
The 
Filipino is unusually intelligent, 
Captain Schroeder states, and it is no 
uncommon thing for a soldier to 
work up fromtheranks of an officer’s 
position. Many of the lieutenants now 
incommand entered the army as pri- 
vates some years ago. 

The salary of a private 


$7.50 a month in American money. 
Many of the soldiers, however, are ex- 
pert rifle shots. And for this service 
they receive an additional allowance. 

In the past two or three months the 
government has been recruiting volun- 
teers in the Philippines. By the Ist of 
November 27,000 of these militia men 
will be under arms. And it is not im- 
probable that they will see foreign 
service within a few months. 

In this connection Captain Schroeder 
tells an interesting little anecdote of 
a battalion of savage head-hunters 
who had been recruited and were be- 
ing lined up fory military instruction.

Captain Schroeder served Uncle Sam 
throughout the Spanish-American war, 
winning a medal of honor for unusual 
bravery during that conflict. Before 
going to the Philippines Captain 
Schroeder was stationed at Fort Mc- 
Pherson for a number of years and has 
many friends in Atlanta.

THE FAIR’S SUCCESS. 


Now that it is all over, the books 
closed and its record is written, it is 
a matter of interest to know that the 
1918 Southeastern fair was in every 
respect a success.

fair under other conditions refrained | 


from doing so under the circum- 
stances, 


But the fair was held nevertheless; 
and the fact that it was held without 
bad effects, either at the time or sub- 


sequently, attests the wisdom, broad- : 


spirited enterprise and the good judg- 
ment of those in control of it. 
Particularly is credit due H. G. 


Hastings, president of the fair, and to. 


his associates in its administration, 
but for whose untiring and _self-sacri- 
ficing determination in the face of 
much unfounded and unjust criticism, 
the enterprise undoubtedly would 
have been a failure. 

In this connection, it is gratifying 
to know that the policy adopted by 
the Southeastern fair has been taken 
as an example by those actively in 
charge of the state fair to be held, 
beginning November 11, at Macon. 

While there was some talk of aban- 
doning the holding of that fair this fall 
on account of the influenza, the enter- 
prise was only postponed. And The 
Constitution bespeaks for it the same 
degree of success as rewarded those 
who stuck by their guns during the 
trying hours of the exposition at 
Lakewood.

ANSWERED BY THEODORE. 


Will H. Hays, chairman of the re- 
publican national committee, bitterly 


| assails President Wilson for having 


appealed to the country in behalf of 
governmental unity in the most critical 
crisis in the history of the republic. 

Buried deeply in a mass of personal 
abuse and demagogic invective, the 
crux of Mr. Hays’ tirade is this: 


“Mr. Wilson grudgingly admits that 
the republicans have been ‘pro-war.’ 
Then why does he demand their de- 
feat?” 


The question was very convincingly 
answered by President Wilson before 


But Theodore Roosevelt answered it 
first—and that long ago. 


We are willing that the “case” of 
the democratic party be rested upon 
Theodore Roosevelt’s appeal to the 
country to “stand by the president” in 
the congressional elections in 1898, 
when the burden¢ of successfully pros- 
ecuting a war and subsequent peace 
negotiations rested upon the shoulders 
of a republican president, William Mc- 
Kinley. 

Here is what Roosevelt said to the 
American people then: 

“Remember that whether you 
will or not, your vote this year will 
be viewed by the nations of Europe 
from one standpoint only. | They 
will draw no fine distinctions.

Savannah, Ga., October 29.—(Special. ) 
On November 1 the Georgia Land Own- 
ers’ association will forward to Sec- 
retary Lane the listings of lands of- 


fered in this state for soldier settle- 
ment after the war, according to Wil- 
liam B. Stillwell, of this city, vice 
president of the Georgia Landowners’ 
association and member of the execu- 
tive committee in charge of the South- 
ern Land congress to be held in Savan- 
nah on November 11 and 12 for the 
purpose primarily of considering the 
part that the south is going to take in 
the important policy of agriculture for 
the soldiers to be announced by Secre- 
tary Lane on that occasion. 


J. S. N. Davis and Dr. B. Atkinson, 
of Camden county, have prepared the 
largest offering yet made of approxi- 


mately 150,00@ acres, most of it in a 
fairly compact body, while.Judge J. F. 
McCrackin, of Valdosta, one of the rep- 
resentatives of the association in 
Lowndes county, has undertaken the 
getting together of an area of approxi- 
mately 100,000 acres in Lowndes and 
adjoining counties. Other  counti4as 
which so far have filed offerings of 
from 5,000 to 75,000 acres are: Charlton, 
Ware, Clinch, Wayne, Early, Decatur, 
Effingham, Glynn, McIntosh.

Health Talks |

INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE. 
XVIMI—T, N. T. Poisoning. 

Trinitrotoluol is used in the manu- 
facture of explosives. 

Workers handling this chemical are 
supposed to wear rubber gloves. to 
guard against absorption through the 
lymphatics. Sometimes the employer 
fails to provide rubber gloves, and 
gloves have proved of doubtful value 
anyway. 

A munition worker 27 years old and 
exceptionally vigorous and well de- 
veloped was employed in the chlorin 
shed, where - phosphorus § trichlorid 
was mixed in a bottle with toluol and 
emptied into a tank through which 
chlorin gas was passed. Masks were 
provided to protect against leakages 
of chlorin gas, but the masks, accord- 
ing to the worker, were seldom worn 
by men exposed, because they fail to 
give much protection. 

He first began to vomit at frequent 
intervals, without much nausea. He 
had sharp stabbing abdominal 
pains and occasionally slight bleeding 
from the bowel. Then he began to 
suffer with severe headache of a 
throbbing character, such as workers 
in nitroglycerin or dynamite plants 
The headache was accompanied 
by dizziness and some failure of eye-. 
sight. His skin and the whites of his 
eyes assumed a yellowish tint resem- 
bling jaundice. And finally he de- 
veloped an-irritating cough with ex- 
pectoration giving off an odor of 
chlorin, an odor like strong chloride 
of lime. 

The man stuck to hits job for five 
months, but finally had to give up and 
enter the hospital. 

His chief complaints were distress 
about the heart, difficult breathing, 
irritating cough, headache and falling 
eyesight. He has lost much weight 
and is very weak. 

The cough, caused by a bronchit 
of the finest or capillary bronchial! 
tubes, is due to the chlorin poisonin; 
The other symptoms are more 
pendent on the trinitrotoluene poison- 
ing. This trinitrotoluene poisoning 
about the same in effect ag 
poisoning in general: Anilin jis d: 
rived from coaltar, and from it ar 
produced a vast number of chemicals 
and drugs and dyes. <Acetanilide, the

The outlook in any case of coaltar 
poisoning depends on two factors: 
first, the length of time the poisoning 
has been going on, and second, the 
victim’s ability or willingness. to 
change his occupatiou or habit, as the 
case may be. Unfortunately thousands 
of shallow-minded persons indulge in 
acetanilide or phenacetin or other 
poisonous coaltar medicines about as 
lightly as you and I would take a nut 
sundae, and worse still, many unscru- 
pulous druggists encourage 
habits.

ANSWER—A contagious disease 
communicated through personal con- 
tact, and an infectious disease may be 
communicated indirectly, in water, 
food, or by animal or insect carriers. 
A contagious disease is necessarily in- 
fectious, but an infectious disease may 
not be contagious. Malaria is an ex- 
ample of an infectious disease which 
is not contagious; so is yellow fever 
These diseases are conveyed from per- 
son to person only by certain breeds 
of mosquitoes.

in an Act approved August 17, 1918, to-wit 
SENATORS AND SENATORIAL DISTRICTS, 

No,. 495, 

An act to amend Article 8, Section 2, 
Paragraph 1, of the Constitution of the 
State of Georgia, which relates to the num- 
ber of Senators, the number of Senatorial 
Districts, and the composition of such dis- 
tricts, so as to increase the number of Sen- 
ators and Senatorial Districts from fority- 
four to fifty-one, and to create seven new 
Senatorial Districts, as follows: Forty-fifth, 
Forty-sixth, *Forty-seventh, Forty-eightn, 
Forty-ninth, Fiftieth and Fifty-first, out of 
certain counties, and for other purposes. 
Section 1. Be is enacted by the General 

Assembly of the State of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
that Article i, Section 2, Paragraph 1, of 
the Constitution of the State of Georgia be 
and the same is hereby amended as fol- 
lows: 

A. By striking out the words “Forty-four” 
wherever said words occur in the second 
line thereof. 

B. By substituting in lieu of the words so 
stricken out wherever the same occur the 
words ‘‘Fifty-one.’’

50. The Fiftieth Senatorial Dietrict shall 
be composed of the counties of Clarke,

Sec. 3 Be it further enacted bp the au- 
thority aforesaid, That Article 3, Section 
2, Paragraph 1, of the Constitution of this 
State, be and the same is hereby further 
amended as follows:

b. By substituting in Mew of the sub-sec- 
tions so stricken out new asub-sections 16, 
27, 30, 34, 35 and 39, respectively, as fol- 
lows:

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, Thgt for the purpose of 
creating the senatorial districts hereinbefore 
mamed and set out im sub-sectiong 45, 46, 
47, 48, 49, 50 and 61 of Section 3 of this 
Act, the counties composing the.same are 
hereby transferred from the districts toe 
which they have been heretofore attached 
to the new districts hereby created. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted by the aue- 
thority aforesaid, That if this Constitutional 
amendment shall be agreed to by two- 
thirds of the members of each House of 
the General Assembly, the same shall be 
entered on their Journals with the ayes 
and nays taken thereon, and the Governor 
shall cause the amendment to be published 
in one or more newspapers in each Con- 
gressional district for two months immedi- 
ately preceding the next general election, 
and the same shall be submitted to the 
people at the next general election. Ali 
persons voting at said election in favor of 
the ratification of the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of this State shall have 
written or printed on their ballots the 
words “For ratification of amendment of 
Article 3, Section- 2, Paragraph 1, of the 
Constitution of this State, providing for 
and creating seven new Senatorial] Dis- 
tricts;” and all persons voting against the 
ratification of the proposed amendment 
shall have written or printed on their bal- 
lots the words “Against ratification of 
amendment of Article 3, Section 2, Para- 
graph 1, of the Constitution of this State, 
providing for and creating seven new Sena-«- 
torial Districts.” If a majority of the elece 
tors qualified to vote for members of the 
General Assembly, and voting in said gen- 
eral election shall vote in favor of the 
ratification of said proposed amendment, 
then said amendment shall become a part 
of Article 3, Section 2, Paragraph 1, of the

delivery clésed at 28.89, with the gen- 
eral list closing steady at a net de- 
cline of 30 to 45 points except in the 
case of September, which was 85 points 
net lower. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of 5 to 29 points under a renewal of 
yesterday's selling movement, which 
seemed to be encouraged by a belief 
that the unfavorable weather of over 
Sunday had caused little or no damage 
to the crops in the southwest. For a 
time trading was active and the market 
s200n sold off to a net loss of 36 to 48 
points, with December selling at 29.34 
and March at 28.45. Prices then steadied 
on the western belt forecast for frost 
in parts of Oklahoma and Texas, but 
after rallies of 15 to 20 points, weak- 
ened again, reaching the lowest levels 
of the day in the late trading. Decem- 
ber sold at 29.25 and March at 28.33, 
making net declines of 45 to 60. points 
on the active months and carrying 
Prices back to within 19 or 15 points of 
the recent low level. Closing rallies of 
15 or 20 points reflected covering and 
the market was so quiet late in the 
day that prices responded to compara- 
tively small orders. The bulk of the 
selling was attributed to Liverpool, 
Wall street and local traders, but there 
Was also a little selling for trade ac- 
count believed to be in liquidation of 
hedges. I,ocal brokers said they saw 
no indication of increased spot offer- 
ings, but the failure of more optimistic 
peace views to inspire fresh buying and 
reports of rapidly accumulating sup- 
plies in the interior were considered 
responsible for a bearish average of 
sentiment around the ring. No exports 
were reported yesterday.

SELLING PRESSURE FELT 
IN NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


New Orleans, La., October 29.—Selling 
pressure was felt by cotton today from 
the opening and the market gave 
ground under it, standing at its low- 
est 45 to 64 points under yestercay’s 
final prices and closing at a net loss of 
34 to 57 points. A bearish view regard- 
ing the ultimate effect on values of 
what were considered to be growing 
peace prospects was the chief reason 
for the selling. 

On the first call, selling orders which 
accumulated overnicht had to be filled 
and they were not well received. DBear- 
ish traders interpreted the political 
news in the morning editions against 
the market and increased offerings. 
Liquidation was forced on the long side, 
especially after claims were made that 
weather conditions, thus far, has not 
seriously injured the crop. Bullish 
traders made much comment concerning 
the threat of colder weather for the 
belt, but the market at no time gained 
any buying power of consequence. 

The decline was a continuation of the 
selling movement which started yester- 
day, and it apparently required no new 
features to keep it going. Spots were 
lower by 25 points, but many telegrams 
from the interior claimed that farmers 
were holding firmly for higher prices.

LIGHT, POWER AND ICE 
SHORTAGE IN BRUNSWICK 


Brunswick, Ga., October 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Many of Brunswick’s industries 
are having troubles just at present," 
and the people are beginning to realize 
some of the hardships brought on by 
war conditions even in a country where 
the sound of a gun is not heard. 

The principal sufferers just at pres- 
ent is the Mutual Light and Water 
company, which not only furnishes all 
of the gas, water and electricity con- 
sumed by Brunswick, but operates the 
street car lines as well. Owing, the 
company states, to a shortage and in- 
ferior grade of fuel now ‘furnished, it 
is impossible to keep sufficient steam in 
the big boilers to keep the electric 
light plant going, and, as a result, 
Brunswick {!s often in absolute dark- 
ness, while street cars come to a halt 
wherever they happen to be when the 
power is shut off. The same trouble is 
being experienced at the gas plant, and 
the average housewife never knows 
whether or not she is going to be able 
to prepare her next meal on her gas 
stove. : 

The ice situation is even worse, and 
has been so all the summer. In order 
for the average person to get ice these’ 
days they have to stand watch for an 
ice man and then almost mob him to 
secure even @& small supply. Many of 
the large users of ice are now order- 
ing it from other cities, which do not 
seem to be experiencing quite as much 
trouble as the local plant.

AT BRUNSWICK GROWING

Paris, October 18.—(By Mail.)—Stars

The right of franchise is specifically 
denied to all persons, regardless of 
whether they fall within the category 
of workmen and soldiers, if they hire 
labor for profit, live on unearned in- 
come, such as interest from capital or 
income from property or enterprises. 
Monks and clergymen are also denied 
the right of franchise, together with 
officials and agents of the former. po- 
lice, members of the former reigning 
house, insane persons and convicts. 

Absolute prevention of the exploita- 
tion of one man by another in the chief 
avowed purpose of the Soviet constitu- 
tion. Consequently it abolishes all class 
distinctions, confiscates all real estate, 
including that of the church, national- 
izes all woods, minerals, waterways and 
live stock and authorizes labor control 
of all industries, such as mills, mines 
and railways for the purpose of “in- 
suring the authority of the working 
people over the exploiters.” 


LETTLAND MAY BE BORK 
AS RESULT OF GREAT WAR 


Petrograd, September 25.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press.)— 
Birth of a new nation of 2,600,000 peo- 
ple, or a population greater than that 
of Norway, to be called Lettland, will 
be one of the results of the world war 
if the demands of the Letts of Livonia 
and Courland are granted. 

The people living in the former Rus- 
sian Baltic provinces are chafing un- 
der German domination forced upon 
them by Prussian rifles and will plead 
for the right of self-determination be- 
fore the peace congress that ends the 
war. Letts predominate in Livonia 
and Courland and have a distinct lan- 
guage and civilization wholly unlike 
those of the Esthonians. 

The Lettish language is closely re- 
lated to the ancient Aryan, and is re- 
garded as one of the oldest of Euro- 
pean tongues. It is rich in folklore 
and popular legends. Lettish theaters 
are maintained at Riga, Libau and sev- 
eral of the other larger cities. The 
Letts boast many novelists, plav- 
wrights, artists and musicians and hold 
aloof from the Germans, 

In all the world the Letts number 
The territory in which 
Letts predominate, and which they in- 
sist should be set aside for them to 
govern embraces Courland, Livonia and 
several districts in the western part of 
the Russian government of Viebsk, in- 
cluding the districts of Dvinsk, Luzine 
and Rechitze. The total population 
of this proposed government to be call- 
ed Lettland is 2,600,000, about $150,000 
less than that of Denmark. The aréa 
of the proposed Lettland is 62,325 kilo- 
meters, which is one-fifth the size of 
Italy or Great Britain and 50 per cent 
larger than either Switzerland or Den- 
mark. 

The Letts comprise 68 per cent of 
the population of the territory they 
want to govern. The Russians make 
4 12 per cent of the inhabitants and 
the German 7 per cent. The remain- 
ing population is chiefly Jewish and 
Polish. Seventy-seven per cent of the 
Letts are Lutherans. Eighteen per cent 
are Roman Catholics and the remainder 
Greek Catholics. Sixty-six per cent of 
the Letts residing in the proposed Lett-. 
land can read and write. 

Riga, Libau and Windau, the three 
Baltic seaports embraced in the Lettish 
territory, formerly handled almost one- 
half of Russia’s total import and ex- 
port trade and are of prime commer- 
cial importance. 

It is the desire of Letts to have their 
independence under an_ international 
guarantee of neutrality. <A national 
council has been organized to resist 
all movements to make a German prin- 
cipality out of Courland and Livonia. 
This council is urging that Russia's 
inability to defend the Raltic coast 
makes it imperative that it should be 
protected by ghee tag action and 
kept clear as a pathway from the west 
to the east. 


NEW COTTON EXCHANGE 
OPENED IN NEW YORK 


New York, October 29.—The Ameri- 
can Cotton and Grain Exchargge, with 
branches in 35 cities and a membership 
of 56,000, opened for trading here today. 
It was announced that minimum trans- 
actions in cotton would be in ten-bale 
lots and it was estimated that today’s 
sales amounted to 7,500 bales.

After declaring that the issue was 
transcendant, Mr. Hughes emphasized 
the necessity for complete victory in 
the war, the crushing of arbitrary and 
tyrannical military power, and 
dawn of the new era of peace and jus- 
tice. 

Republicans for Righteous Peace. 

“Did I not think that the repub- 
lican party would, through its repre- 
sentatives, aid fh the efficient con- 
duct of this war and in the settlement 
of a righteous peace, I should leave 
the party,” he asserted. “It is be- 


cause I believe that the republican 
party is an important and necessary 
agency in the winn‘ng of this war and 
in establishing a just peace, that, as 
a republican, but not in a narrow, par- 
tisan spirit, 1 join with you in the 
earnest support of the republican can- 
didates. 

“Let there be fair and open discus- 
sion and free consultation, and then 
we can trust the future. With the 
country almost equally divided between 
two parties, the freest expression and 
choice of represéntatives should be 
welcomed. 

“But it is said that the return of a 
republican majority will be misunder- 
stood abroad. 

“We shall not be misunderstood. We 
shall support the president, not as the 
president of a party, not as the presie 
dent of half of the nation, but as the 
president of the entire nation, as he 
acts according to the genius of our 
institutions, and we shall save him 
from the lesser dignity and influence 
of mere party leadership.” 


PARTY CHIEFS ENGAGE 
IN WARM CONTROVERSY. 


Washington, October 29. — Political 
campaign statements continued to pour 
out today from democratic and repub- 
lical leaders. 

Representative Fess, chairman of the 
national republican congressional com- 
mittee, replying to Secretary Tumulty’s 
‘letter to the Cuyahoga county republi- 
can committee at Cleveland, Ohio, said 
no previous president in history had 
made a request to the American elec- 
torate similar to that of President Wil- 
son’s in his statement addressed to his 
fellow countrymen asking the return of 
a democratic congress. 

Representative Ferris, 
the national democratic congressional 
committee, said the political contro- 
versy resolves itself simply into wheth- 
er the American people desire to have 
the president backed up by a well-train- 
ed military establishment to conduct the 
war or whether they wish it conducted 
by a political committee of unschooled 
and untrained men. 

Two statements were issued by Hom- 
er S. Cummings, acting chairman of 
the democratic national committee. One 
accused the republiczans of capitalizing 
the casualty list for political purposes 
by trying to show that twelve northern 
states have lost five times as many 
soldiers in France as the twelve south- 
ern states. The other said that Presi- 
dent Lincoln had made an appeal during 
the civil war similar to that by Presi- 
dent Wilson and that such an appeal 
was made on behalf of President Mc- 
Kinley during the Spanish-American 
war. 

UNTERMYER SCORES 
REPUBLICAN CHIEFS. 

New York, October 29.—Addressing 
a rally tonight in Tammany hall, which 
was attended by Alfred E. Smith and 
other democratic candidates for state 
office, Samuel Untermyer charged re- 
publican leaders throughout the nation 
with conducting “a campaign of hy- 
pocrisy and misrepresentation to rob 
President Wilson of his magnificent 
handiwork and to dim the glory and 
prestige of the nation, lest the opposi- 
tion party thereby suffer in influence.” 

“A more wicked, distort: vitriolic 
assault could not be Se cined.” Mr. 
Untermyer added. “Not cirng to re- 
fuse the presideit men or money with 
which to conduct the war, the republi- 
pa have rever lost an opportunity 
for carping criticism and -one cannot 
resist the feeling that their leaders in 
congress are ever watchful and alert 
for an opportunity to make political 
capital by embarrassing hi.: whenever 
a decent pretext can be found or in- 
vented.”

operation this morning after having 
been closed down for ten days by 
agreement, the cotton seed accumu- 
lating so rapidly that it was impossible 
to secure necessary storage room for 
the seed. The ginners were unable to 
handle the seed during the last few 
days prior to the close-down and the 
authorities, in order to prevent the seed 
from heuting and rendering them unfit 
for food, ordered the gins to remain 
idle for a period of ten days, which 
ended Saturday night. 

The ginners are anticipating a rush 
for the next few days, as the ten-day 
shut-down enabled the farmers to pick 
and store away several bales of cotton 
each, but after, the present rush is 
over the main crop for this year will 
be gathered and ginned. 

The favorable weather conditions ex- 
isting during the entire fall has caused 
the cotton ‘crop to be gathered almost 
as fast as it opened, it being estimated 
that at least 80 per cent of the crop 
in this section has already been gath- 
ered, and a few more weeks of favor- 
able weather will find the cotton fields 
entirely picked. 

The corn crop. in Chattooga will not 
average over 75 per cent, according 
to estimates of well-informed men, 
The prolonged drouth during the sum- 
mer months greatly damaged the corn 
crop.
